Clara’s duet with Chris Brown on long-delayed LP raises eyebrows

Ciara’s long-delayed third album, 
“Fantasy Ride,” includes one cut 
for which she’s been taking flak. 
“Turntables” is a duet with Chris 
Brown, a song the Atlanta-based hip- 
pop ingenue opted not to remove 
even after Brown allegedly battered 
ex-girlfriend Rihanna in a February 
incident for which he’s now facing 
criminal charges. 

The song, produced byTimbaland 
associate Nate “Danja” Hills, does 
have the whirlpool pull of a hit, thanks 
in part to the synergistic tension 
between Ciara and Brown. Still, the 
question remains: Why did she feel it 
was worth the compromise? 

The violence between Brown and 
Rihanna now haunts the R&B scene, 
and not just those who work with or 


know the two. We’re all still living in 
the unresolved moment after Rihanna’s 
bruised face entered our vision. 

“Fantasy Ride” goes the superhero- 
ine route so popular among today’s 
pop ingenues. Originally intended 
as a triptych divided into one hip- 
hop-flavored disc, another featuring 
futuristic club cuts and yet another of 
seductive ballads, this final version is 
intriguing but inconsistent. 

Ciara follows Beyonce/Sasha Fierce 
in giving herself an alter ego, “Super 
C,” who supposedly sings the more 
aggressive songs here. But that Ciara 
doesn’t seem any more false— or 
real— than the one murmuring the 
duller love songs. 

Either way she’s an R&B version 
of Mystique from the X-Men comics, 
surviving in a treacherous world by 
constantly changing shape.

Chill— or not 

Options for storing eggs 

In some parts of the globe, eggs are sold unrefrigerated. Hilary Thesmar, the director of the 

American Egg Board’s Egg Safety Center, explains why this is not the case in the U.S. mct 

The bottom line is quality: Eggs keep longer when they’re refriger- 
ated, says Thesmar. Although some developing countries still allow 
eggs to be sold and stored unrefrigerated, most places, including 
England and Australia, at least recommend refrigeration after buy- 
ing, she says. And many now require eggs to be refrigerated in the 
store. 

England, for instance, revamped its egg safety standards in 
1998 after a salmonella outbreak in the late 1980s. Britain’s Eood 
Standards Agency and the British Egg Information Service both 
now recommend that eggs be refrigerated after purchase. So does 
the Australian Egg Corp. 

The difference in standards is partly cultural, says Thesmar, dat- 
ing from a time when home refrigerators were less common. It’s also 
partly geographic: Small countries where eggs might only take a day 
or two to get to market may allow them to be sold unrefrigerated. 

In America, egg supply is regional. Eor instance, California con- 
sumes more eggs than it produces, so its eggs may have to travel 
a longer distance to market. Other states have no egg production 
at all.

Loaded with caffeine and taurine to stimulate 
the central nervous system, energy drinks have 
become the go-to solution when you need a 
quick, energizing pick-me-up. 

But sometimes energy isn’t what you need. 
Concentration and attention can start to fade 
in the face of those midafternoon doldrums and 
a host of distractions. Something to perk up the 
mind and enhance focus would do the trick. 

Some beverage manufacturers say they have 
just the solution. They’re touting a new kind of 
drink that emphasizes focus over ferocity The 
key substance is the amino acid L-theanine, 
which preliminary research suggests might 
calm the brain to enhance concentration and 
mental stamina. 

Certain formulations of SoBe Lifewater and 
Vitamin Water contain L-theanine, as does 
a new beverage called ViB.

Pink-slip parties 

Young professionals try mixers to boost their job prospects

CHARLOTTE Dozens of young profession- 
als with color-coded name tags nervously 
sipped cocktails, eyeing the brightly colored 
stickers of passers-by 

It’s a formula usually associated with 
singles mixers: red stickers signify you’re 
unavailable, yellow means open to meeting 
new people and green means you’re on the 
prowl.

Instead, they’re bringing their business 
cards and resumes to nightspots where 
recruiting agencies set up shop in a casual 
atmosphere and the restaurant donates the 
hors d’oeuvres and drink specials. 

“This is a lot more promising than a job 


fair we went to where there were 300 people 
standing in line with their resumes at every 
table,” said Nicole Vecchio, 22, a recent 
University of North Carolina-Wilmington 
grad who wore a yellow sticker at the early- 
April event. 

Pink-slip parties began resurfacing in 
places like New York and L. A. last fall, and 
the first such party in Charlotte— hosted by 
Charlotte Center City Partners at Jillian’s 
in February— drew more than 500 people. 
Since then, similar parties have drawn 
upward of 250 at each event. 

The Charlotte Pink Slip Party, held last 
month, was organized by Jennifer Berl, 34, 
a real-estate agent and mother of five. She 
was inspired to throw one because she and 
her family struggled to stay afloat for more 
than a year after her husband lost his job and 
the housing market slowed. 

“This is not just one family or one business 
going through this,” she said. “Everyone’s 
kind of going under, and we’ve got to help 
each other to get out.”
